LABOR MEN HOLD 
FIRST MEETING 
IN NEW ROOMS 


Old Telephone Building Has Been 
Redecorated and Renovated 
for Union Home 


The Trades and Labor council held 
its first regular meeting, Monday 
evening, in the new quarters, the old 
telephone building on (“McDougall 
avenue, which has been entirely re- 
novated and designed for the perma- 
nent headquarters of the labor or- 
| ganizations of the city. 

President Robert McCreath in an 
addreas to the members present, 
formally welcomed them to their new 
quarters and stated that it repre- 
sented the passing of another mile- 
stone for organised labor. A great 
many things, he stated, had been ac- 
complished in the old quartera, for 
the good of organised labor and he 
hoped to see a great many things 
achieved in-their new and commodious 
rooms. 

The regular business of the meeting 
‘wae proceded with,  The- t 
and secretary submitted a report on 
what had been done so far to cope

Newmarket, Ont., Dec. 4—Hon. W. L. MacKenzie King 
yesterday sent the following letter to Premier Meighen: 

“Dear Mr. Meighen, 

‘From the Ottawa press despatches it would appear that 
since the day of nomination, your government, by order-in- 
council, has been awarding contracts, making new appoint- 
ments, and in ono direction or another committing the country 
to vast expenditures in no way contemplated by any existing 
appropriations or other legislation gf the parliament of Canada 

“In justice to all parties concerned I wish at once to say 
that committments of the kind made by an administration 
which it is perfectly evident in no way enjoys the confidence 
of the country, appears to be entirely at variance with what 
is right and proper under any system of responsible govern- 
ment, and that should I, as the leader of one of the parties op- 
posed to your government, be called upon to form a new ad- 
ministration, I shall not feel that the new administration is 
bound in any particular by the appointments or obligations, 
for which there is not the fullest legislative sanction,

rier, of the policy which has been the! 
foundation of our greatness a4 a peo- 
ple and falling which we shall fall 
under the economic dependence of 
our netghtors to the south.

It is the 
enemy of extremists, and is hated 
and fought by both reactionaries 
and reds. It is opposed to class 
dominance, sectional advantages, 
and bossism It upholds th.e prin- 
ciple of ‘‘live and let live’ It 
believes that the good of the indi- 
vidual makes for the good of the 
state, It is opposed to minority 
rule and to majority oppression. 
It is pledged to a policy of cor- 
structive administration and law- 
inaking, It is neither under the 
thumb of the manufacturers’ asso- 
ciation nor the dictation of irre- 
sponsibles and disruptionists. It is 
the party to which sane-minded, 
progessively-inclined people may 


turn in this time of unrest and na- 


tional uncertainty with confidence 
and hope.

Executioner Returns To City 


First Execution in the N.W.T. Carried Out Without A 


Hitch—“Arrangements by 


Royal Canadian Mounted 


Police Were Perfect,” Says Wakelen, the Executioner. 


J, J. Waxelen, government execu- 
tioner, returned to the city on Satur- 
day's train over the Great Waterways, 
and reports that the execution of the 
Indian murderer, Le Beau, wes duly 
carried out without trouble of any 
kind, The oxecutioner left for the 
north by the last gas boat of the sea- 
son—the Nichemus of the H.B.2. 
fleet, and duly arrived at Fitzgerald, 
where the prisoner was heid in the 
R.C\M.P, cell vy the irontier police 
force, The executioner left for Fort 
Smith, where th. Indian was sentenc- 
ed to be hanged, on October 17th, be- 
ing followed two days Inter by the 
prisoner, Both at Fitzgerald and 
Smith, the prisoner kept his nerve, 
and appeared to be “jolly encugh,” 
says Wakelen, this attitude being 
maintained until the end. 

The arrangemnts made by the R.C. 
M.P. were perfect, says the execution. 
er, and prior to his death, the prison- 
er was very well looked after. Tne 
execution took place in the Mounted 
Police premises at Fort Smith, a 
special scaffold being erected for tha 
purpose, this being placed in one 
the buildings attached to the poli 
post. 

Contrary to reports which had 
reached the “outside,” there was no 
feeling in the rorth against the exv- 
cution; the prisoner's Indian friends 
were allowed to visit him, and when 
the end came he was ministered to py 
a prieet of his own faith. Le Beau 
kept his nerve to the last, says the 
executioner, he appeared to tuko 
h and
